ALMOST DROWNED BY FISH 


COLLIDED IN THICK FC8 


In a thick fog oft Sandy Hook, tho 
Bteel freighter Geòrgie, of the White 
Star line, rammed and sank the lightly 
laden Panama line steamer Finance, 
outward bound with eighty-five pas- 
sengers. 
The 
Finance 
went 
down 
within ten minutes after the collision» 
carrying to their death three of her 
passengers and one of the crew. 
The 
rest of the passengers, who included 
nineteen women and fourteen children, 
as well as others of .the crew, were 
rescued by the boats of the Geòrgie. 
The freighter was not damaged. 


The dead are: Miss Irene Campbell, 
Charles H. Schweinler, Henry Müller, 
all of Panama, and William H. Todd, 
third assistant engineer. 


The disaster occurred in the main 
ship channel off Sandy Hook, and as 
both the vessels were groping their 
way through a fog that has held up 
maritime commerce in local 
waters 
for the past three days. The prow of 
the freighter penetrated the side of 
the Finance nearly ten feet, tearing 
away 
an unoccupied 
stateroom 
and 
leaving a ragged hole through which 
the water rushed in. 
The 
Panama 
steamer heeled far over to starboard, 
while men and women, many of whom 
had 
been 
awakened from a sound 
sleep, were thrown from their berths. 
Hastily covering themselves with bed- 
clothing and making little attempt to 
dress, these rushed in a panic to the 
main deck, which was fast sinking to 
the surface of the water. Many of the 
passengers jumped overboard 
before 
they could be restrained by the crew 
of the injured steamer, many not even 
stopping to provide themselves with 
life preservers.

A Legalized Triple 
Lynching. 


The town of Tiptonville. Tenn., bor- 
dering 
on Recll'oot lake, which 
re- 
cently has been the scene of many 
stirring incidents, witnessed the ''le- 
galized" lynching qf three negroes who 
were arrested for murdering on Sun- 
day Special Deputy Sheriff 
Richard 
Burruss and wounding John Hall, a 
deputy sheriff. 


The execution of the negroes was 
given a semblance of leaglity by a 
hurried "trial." arranged with the un- 
derstanding that the men would 
be 
condemned to death as soon as tho 
"trial" was over. 


The negroes lynched were Marshall 
Edward and James Stineback. 
These 
brothers created a disturbance at a 
religious meeting near Tiptonville on 
Saturday night. When Ofilcers Burruss 
and Hall attempted to arrest them the 
negroes shot the ofilcers. 


At the "trial" all of the evidence of 
those who had seen the killing was 
heard, and in an Incredibly short time 
the "case" was given to the "jury," 
which in a few minutes "returned a 
verdict of guilty" and "fixed the pen- 
alty at death." The "sentence" 
had 
barely been passed on the three ne 
groes, when the mob, with a whoop 
and a yell, swarmed Into the court- 
room, seized 
the 
prisoners, rufihed 
them to a large tree near the edge of 
town and "duly executed the senfenc*^ 
of death" by hanging them, firinff vol- 
ley after volley into the air as the 
bodies were drawn up from tho earth.

In a thick fog off Sandy Hook, tho 
steel freighter Geòrgie, oC the White 
Star line, rammed and sank the lightly 
laden Panama line steamer Finance, 
outward bound with eighty-five pas­ 
sengers. 
The 
Finance 
went 
down 
within ten minutes after the collision, 
carrying to their death three of her 
passengers and one of the crew. 
The 
rest of Ihe passengers, who included 
nineteen women and fourteen childi’en, 
as well as others of .the crew, were 
rescued by the boats of the Geòrgie. 
The freighter was not damaged. 
The dead are: Miss Irene Campbell, 
Charles H. Schweinler, Henry Muller, 
all of Panama, and William H. Todd, 
third assistant engineer. 
The disaster occurred in the main 
ship channel off Sandy Hook, and as 
both the vessels were groping their 
way through a fog that has held up 
maritime commerce in local waters 
for the past three days. The prow of 
the freighter penetrated the side of 
the Finance nearly ten feet, tearing 
away an unoccupied stateroom and 
leaving a ragged hole through which 
the water rushed in. 
The Panama 
steamer heeled far over to starboard, 
while men and women, many of whom 
had 
been 
awakened from a sound 
sleep, were thrown from their berths. 
Hastily covering themselves with bed- 
clothing and making little attempt to 
dress, these rushed in a panic to the 
main deck, which was fast sinking to 
the surface of the water. Many of the 
passengers jumped overboard before 
they could be restrained by the crew 
of the injured steamer, many not even 
stopping to provide themselves with 
life preservers.

A Legalized Triple Lynching. 
The town of Tlptonville, Tenn., bor­ 
dering on RecUoot lake, which re­ 
cently has been the scene of many 
stirring incidents, witnessed the “le­ 
galized** lynching qf three negroes who 
were arrested for murdering on Sun­ 
day Special Deputy Sheriff Richard 
Burruss and wounding John Hall, a 
deputy sheriff.

The Ivory Market in London.

One of the sights of London Is the 
great Ivory floor at tho Loudon docks, 
where, previous to and 
during/the 
periodical sales, Ivory may be seen 
literally by tho acre, for the tusks 
are laid out in lots on tho floor of 
one of tho great warehouses for in- 
spection 
by 
intending 
purchasers. 
For 
weeks previous to tho 
actual 
sale the sperial staff of the ivory 
department have been busy prepar- 
ing the various consignments 
and 
arranging them accordln'i to the size 
and quality and classing them into 
the various grades, each of which 
has somo particular use for which It 
is especially adapted. 


There is practically no v;aste in 
tho manufacturing of articles from 
Ivory. 
Tho smallest 
chip 
is 
not 
thrown away, but carefully preserved 
to be utilized for some purpose. Even 
the shavings from tho turning down 
of a billiard ball haVb 
a 
marked 
value for uso In inlaid work. 
Con- 
sequently tho lots in an ivory sale 
by no means consist of tusks and sec- 
tions of tusks alone, but include tho 
residue from many previous sales. 
Buyers purchase the particular class 
that they require for their own in- 
dividual industry and 
subsequently 
return what in most other material 
would be waste to bo resold to manu- 
facturers 
of 
a 
different 
class 
of 
goods. 


Though there is "no waste," oddly 
enough the most important consid- 
eration from a buyer's point of view 
is "how much waste" will a certain 
lot produce In the course of trans- 
forming it Into its own 
particular 
line? 
Thus, a lot that would bo 
dear to one would be a gift to an- 
othei]. and 
vice versa. 
The 
most 
valuable class of ivory is tha- suit- 
able for making billiard balls. 
To 
conform 
to 
the 
requirements 
the 
tusk must be perfectly sound and 
solid, without the slightest suspicion 
of crack or flaw, and, moreover, they 
must measure only a trifle more than 
the regulation size billiard ball or 
they will cut to waste, from the 
manufacturer's point of view. 
On 
tho arrival of a consignment of un- 
workod elephant ivory from abroad 
tho first preparation 
for 
the 
sale 
floor consists of a thorough cleaning 
of the Interior or hollow part of the 
tusk. 
This is done by means of wads 
attached to long sticks. 
The exact 


length of the hollow is thereby re- 
vealed, and in addition cracJis and 
flaws that cannot be observed on tho 
exterior 
are 
at 
times 
disclosed. 
Soundness is the 
one 
thing 
that 
sways every class of buyer; 
flaws 
mean waste^; waste meaus resale at 
a lower figure per pound. 


The increasing scarcity, combined 
with the increased demand for ar- 
ticles manufactured or adorned with 
ivory, has had the inevitable effect 
of increasing tho price of the raw 
material. 
To tako billiard »ball ivory, 
for instance. 
In 1870 the price was 
$250 per cwt, whereas in 1005 tho 
same class of ivory was sold for 
$R35. 
In bulk ivory averages about 
$10,000 per ton. 
Each lot is care- 
fully weighed and the exact weight 
marked upon it. 
Extra large tusks 
are exceptional, for in the majority 
of Instances in whicli a tusk grows 
to an exceptionally large size, the 
other belonging to the same animal 
is found to be deformed or to have 
been injured or broken off, thus en- 
couraging an abnormal growth. 


Tno record single tusk, sold somo 
years ago, turned the scale at tho 
enormous weight 
of 
204 
pounds. 
The idea that innumerable elephants 
are shot to supply the market with 
ivory is incorrect, as the majority is 
what is known as dead Ivory; that 
is, tusks of animals that have died 
from natural causes 
in 
tho 
bush, 
many of them perhaps centuries ago. 
Climatic and other influences caiise 
the color of tho ivory to vary from 
pure white to dark .broM'n. 
The lat- 
ter, however, is only a surface dis- 
coloration that can be removed by 
scraping. 
Climate, however, affects 
the substance to a very great de- 
gree, rendering some hard and brit- 
tle, and in other cases increasing the 
liability to crack and split. 
Some 
of the ivory that arrives from tho 
northern part of central Africa is ex- 
posed to the sun throughout its long 
journey on camels across the desert, 
and has to be bound up in rawhide 
to protect it and prevent it from 
splitting. 
Trifling as a defect in the 
surface may appear to the uninitiat- 
ed, it may reveal to the expert the 
presence of disease within, or may 
enormously reduce the value of the 
tusk by rendering it unsuitable for 
some particular class of v/ork.—The 
American Jeweler.

Game Birds of India—Their Habits 
and Peculiarities, 


The common pheasant of the Mus- 
soorie district and also of Kumaon is 
the white crested kalij, says a writer 
for Field. My experience of the Him- 
alaj^an pheasants points to their be- 
ing birds 
of 
unsporting, 
skulking 
habits. 
When flushed by dogs' they 
frequently perch in trees, and Avhen 
sitting thus I have occasionally shot 
them with a rook rifie after they had 
been treed by my spaniel. 
Very close 
and strict beating is necessary in or- 
der to send the birds over the guns; 
even then they seldom 
make 
long 
flights, diving back again into covert 
on the first opportunity. 


Of course, the heavy and extensive 
jungle of the Indian hillsides is large- 
ly responsible for the disappointing 
nature of 
tho shooting. 
Even 
the 
English pheasant has, in the thick 
and continuous bush of Mew Zea- 
land, become a bird of low sporting 
value, preferring, 
like 
tho 
Indian 
kalij, to run rather than 
fly. 
No 
doubt, if the kalij could be estab- 
lished in a country of small detached 
woods, such as the Neilglierry pla- 
teau, where the beaters could compel 
them to face the open, they would 
give nearly as fine sport as tho Eu- 
ropean pheasant, 


A peculiar and diflilcult shot, which 
the Indian pheasant shooter is often 
called on to take, is when a kalij 
dives perpendicularly from the top to 
the bottom of a steep sided ravine. 
One must hold then well below, as 
though tho bird were a falling stone. 


By far the best time for shooting 
Is in the winter, v/hen the covert has 
thinned. When the season first opens, 
just after the monsoon is over, 
all 
vegetation is at its rankest, and it is 
then especiall> hard 
to 
turn 
the 
pheasants out of their fastnesses. 


At high elevations in the Hima- 
layas the sportsman constantly meets 
with the great snow cock. 
These 
birds are not pheasants, but gigantic 
mountain partridges, and are found 
In pairs near the snow^ from 12,000 
feet 
upwards. 
They 
are 
heavily 
built, sober colored birds, and 
the 
plumage of both sexes is alike—grey 
above, penciled with black, and with 
chestnut borders to the wings; 
the 
tail, which is square ended like that 
of a grouse, is reddish gray and chest- 
nut marked with black. 


SCLSSOKS IX THE KITCHEX. 


A Labor Saver in Pi-eparin^ Vegeta- 
bles in Making Salads. 


If you want to see a pair of scis- 
sors put to all sorts of queer uses 
just watch some young housekeeper 
getting vegetables ready for dinner 
or preparing a salad. 
It is declared 
that in nine cases out of every ten 
things can be cut better with the scis- 
sors than with a knife. 


Especially in the preparing of sal- 
ads should tho kitchen scissors ap- 
peal to the housekeeper looking for 
labor saving schemcs. 
Dicing ap- 
ples and celery is a 
matter of only 
a moment when done in this way, and 
a few green peppers may be snipped 
up in less time than it takes to tell 
about it. 


The easiest way to dice green pep- 
pers is to cut off several long slivers 
tho whole length of the pepper. Hold 
these firmly in one hand and with 
the scissors slip through the entire 
bunch. 
Several stalks of asparagus 
may be clipped through in the same 
way. 


For hollowing out a tomato pre- 
vious to stufFing, a pair of scissors 
enables one to remove practically all 
the pulp without breaking through 
the skin. 
For fruit salads scissors 
arc equally useful, as the fine skin 
which separates the sections of graj: 
fruit and oranges is easily clipped off 
in this way. 


But fruit and vegetable salads are 
not the only kinds for which the kit- 
chen scissors may be brought into 
use. 
Cold boiled chicken and lobster 
are easily cut into pieces, arid, sur- 
prising as it may seem to those who 
haven't tried it, chicken joints and 
lobster shells are no obstacles when 
scissors are used. 


Tho hard parts of oysters and clams 
aro neatly removed with a pair of 
scissors, and slices of cold tongue and 
ham aro often Improved in appear- 
ance if, before sending to table, they 
are trimmed into shape in the same 
way. 


When it comes to preparing cold 
vegetables for 
reheating 
In 
cream 
sauce, or for the*many popular dishes 
au gratin, the kitchen scissors are 
again a blessing. 
Cold boiled pota- 
toes, cauliflower, 
asparagus, 
oyster 
plant, in fact any and every vegetabin 
may easily be snipped into pieces of 
the required size. 
Doing such work 
A. ith a pair of scissors ""is not only 
much quicker and easier, but the sav- 
ing of one's hands is important. No

The deepest inclino shaft in the 
world is the No, 4 of the Calumet & 
Hecla, This shaft, itself, from the col- 
lar to the lowest level, is sunk on 
the piano of the lode for a distance 
of 8100 feet, while from a drift at tho 
bottom a winze extends dov/nv/ard 19t) 
feet to the boundary of the propeity, 
giving a measurement of 8290 feet from 
surface.

The Ivory Market in London. 


One of the sights of London is the 
great ivory floor at tho Loudon docks, 
whore, previous to and during/the 
periodical sales. Ivory may be seen 
literally by tho acre, for the tusks 
are laid out in lots on tho floor of 
one of tho great warehouses for in­ 
spection 
by intending 
purchasers. 
For weeks previous to the actual 
sale the special staff of the ivory 
department have been busy prepar­ 
ing the various consignments and 
arranging them accordin'? to the sixe 
and quality and classing them into 
the various grades, each of which 
has somo particular use for which It 
is especially adapted. 
There Is practically no v;aste in 
tho manufacturing of articles from 
ivory. 
Tho smallest 
chip 
is 
not 
thrown away, but carefully preserved 
to be utilized for some purpose. Even 
the shavings from tho turning down 
of a billiard ball ha^b 
a marked 
value for use in inlaid work. 
Con­ 
sequently tho lots in an ivory sale 
by no means consist of tusks and sec­ 
tions of tusks alone, but include tho 
residuo from many previous sales. 
Buyers purchase the particular class 
that they require for their own in­ 
dividual Industry and subsequently 
return what in most other material 
would be waste to bo resold to manu­ 
facturers 
of a different 
class 
of 
goods. 
Though there is **no waste,” oddly 
enough the most important consid­ 
eration from a buyer’s point of vlew^ 
is “how much w^aste” will a certain 
lot produco in the course of trans­ 
forming it into its own particular 
line? 
Thus, a lot that would bo 
dear to one would be a gift to an- 
othei], and 
vice versa. 
The most 
valuable class of ivory is tha- suit­ 
able for making billiard balls. 
To 
conform 
to 
the requirements the 
tusk must be perfectly sound and 
solid, without the slightest suspicion 
of crack or flaw, and, moreover, they 
must measure only a trifle more than 
the regulation size billiard ball or 
they will cut to waste, from the 
7iianufacturer’s point of view. 
On 
tho arrival of a consignment of un- 
workod elephant ivory from abroad 
tho first preparation 
for 
the 
sale 
floor consists of a thorough cleaning 
of the interior or hollow part of the 
tusk. 
This is done by means of wads 
attached to long sticks. 
The exact

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length of the hollow is thereby re­ 
vealed, and in addition cracJis and 
flaws that cannot be observed on tho 
exterior 
are 
at 
times 
disclosed. 
Soundness is the 
one 
thing 
that 
sways every class of buyer; flaws 
mean waste; waste means resale at 
a lower figure per pound. 
The increasing scarcity, combined 
with the increased demand for ar­ 
ticles manufactured or adorned with 
Ivory, has had the inevitable effect 
of increasing tho price of the raw 
material. 
To tako billiard »ball ivory, 
for instance. 
In 1870 the price was 
$250 per cw t, whereas in 1005 tho 
same class of Ivory was sold for 
$S35. 
In bulk ivory averages about 
$10,000 per ton. 
Each lot is care­ 
fully w’eighed and the exact weight 
marked upon it. 
Extra large tusks 
are exceptional, for in the majority J 
of instances in whicli a tusk grows 
to an exceptionally large size, the 
other belonging to the same animal 
is found to be deformed or to have 
been injured or broken off, thus en­ 
couraging an abnormal growth. 
Tno record single tusk, sold some 
years ago, turned the scale at tho 
enormous w^eight 
of 
204 
pounds. 
The idea that innumerable elephants 
are shot to supply the m arket with 
ivory is incorrect, as the majority is 
what is known as dead ivory; that 
is, tusks of animals that have died 
from natural causes 
in 
tho 
bush, 
many of them perhaps centuries ago. 
Climatic and other influences caiise 
the color of tho ivory to vary from 
pure white to dark .brown. 
The lat­ 
ter, how’ever, is only a surface dis­ 
coloration that can be removed by 
scraping. 
Climate, however, affects 
the substance to a very great de­ 
gree, rendering some hard and brit­ 
tle, and in other cases increasing the 
liability to crack and split. 
Some 
of the ivory that arrives from the 
northern part of central Africa is ex­ 
posed to the sun throughout its long 
journey on camels across the desert, 
and has to be bound up in rawhide 
to protect it and prevent it from 
splitting. 
Trifling as a defect in the 
surface may appear to the uninitiat­ 
ed, it may reveal to the expert the 
presence of disease within, or may 
enormously reduce the value of the 
tusk by rendering it unsuitable for 
some particular class of v;ork.— The 
American .Jeweler.

ropean pheasant. 
A peculiar and diillcult shot, which 
the Indian pheasant shooter is often 
called on to take, is when a kalij 
dives perpendicularly from the top to 
the bottom of a steep sided ravine. 
One m ust hold then well below, as 
though the bird were a falling stone. 
By far the best time for shooting 
is in the winter, T/hen the covert has 
thinned. 'When the season first opens, 
just after the monsoon Is over, all 
vegetation is at its rankest, and it is 
then especialU hard 
to 
turn 
the 
pheasants out of their fastnesses. 
At high elevations In the Hima­ 
layas the sportsman constantly meets 
with the great snow cock. 
These 
birds are not pheasants, but gigantic 
mountain partridges, and are found 
in pairs near the snow, from 12,000 
feet upwards. 
They 
are 
heavily 
built, sober colored birds, and the 
plumage of both sexes is alike— grey 
above, penciled Avlth black, and with 
chestnut borders to the wings; the 
tail, which is square ended like that 
of a grouse, is reddish gray and chest­ 
nut marked with black.

Cold boiled chicken and lobster 
are easily cut into pieces, arid, sur­ 
prising as it may seem to those who 
haven’t tried it, chicken joints and 
lobster shells are no obstacles when 
scissors are used. 
Tho hard parts of oysters and clams 
aro neatly removed with a pair of 
scissors, and slices of cold tongue and 
ham aro often Improved in appear­ 
ance if, before sending to table, they 
are trimmed into shape in the same 
waj-. 
When it comes to preparing cold 
vegetables for reheating in cream 
sauce, or for the'many popular dishes 
au gratin, the kitchen scissors are 
again a blessing.

W orld’s Deepest Shaft 
The Michigan ^copper country pos­ 
sesses the world’s three deepest ver­ 
tical mining shafts. 
The deepest of 
these is No. 3 at the North Tamarack 
property, its measurements being 5,- 
200 feet. 
To -the south, at a dis­ 
tance of 4000 l\28t, is tho No. 5 sfiutft 
of the same company. 
This ranks 
the second deepest vertical shaft on 
the globe, its measurements beUi^ 
080 feet from the collar to the DuttvMU 
level. 
Second only 
to these 
groat 
openings is the Red Jacket shaft of 
the Calumet 
Hecla Company, which 
is down 4900 feet and in which the 
copper lode was not encountered until 
a depth of 3300 feet ahd been attain­ 
ed. 
The deepest incline shaft in the 
world is the No, 4 of the Calumet & 
Hecla, This shaft, itself, from the col­ 
lar to the lowest level, is sunk on 
the plane of the lodo for a distance 
of 8100 feet, while from a drift at tho 
bottom a winze extends dov/nv/ard 190 
feet to the boundary of the propeity, 
giving a measurement of 8290 feet from 
surface. 
No. 4 shaft passes by the 
lied Jacket shaft at the 50ih lep l.—

The committee on buildings of the 
13oard of Education has submitted for 
approval plans for the new Parental 
School on the road from Flushing to 
Jamaica, about 1.700 foot south of the 
North 
Hempstead 
turjipilre, in 
the 
Borough 
of 
Queens. 
The 
present 
plans provide only for the administra- 
tion and school building, three -dormi- 
tory buildings, power house and farm 
buildings and additional buildings to 
be erected from time to time as funds 
,are available for the purpose. 
The 
administration 
building will provide 
oflîces for the superintendent or prin- 
cipal and his clerks, together with a 
waiting or reception room for the gen- 
eral public, accessible directly from 
the main entrance, thus isolating the 
public portion or the ex^ecutive offices 
from the school, which occupies the 
'l)alance of the structure. 


The first floor, in addition to the ex- 
ecutive oMces. -will provide for four 
classrooms and an assembly hall, 60x 
€6 feet, w-it'h entrances directly from 
the 
campus as 
well as 
from 
the 
schoolrooms. 
The second floor will 
provide seven elassrooms, 
teachers' 
rooms, etc., while the attic has been 
laid off for storerooms and dormilor- 
i'Qs for the female help. 
The base- 
ment will provide three manual train- 
ing shops, à gymnasium 60x66 feet, 
storerooms, toilets, etc.. and space for 
the ventilating apparatus. 


The dormitories or cottages pres- 
sent some rather unusual features, hav- 
ing been designed only after examina- 
tion of similar institutions in various 
parts of the country, made upon tne 


though th'^ possible total dostruction 
of one portion of the building might 
ta"ko place %^'ithout in any way cndau- 
goring th-o inmates of the other. 


Adjacent to and overlooking 
the 
dormitory are the inaster^s quarters, 
consisting of two rooms and a bath, 
clothing closets, ctc., having also an 
ontrauco direct from the hallway. One 
of the Imiwrtant matters is th^e sew- 
ing and locker room located on this 
floor, in which Is provided a locker 
for a supply of 'clothing for each boy. 


The attic 'has two stairways. 
On 
this floor are the servants' rooms and 
bath, extra storeroom for the^ boys' 
clothing, also storeroom for house lin- 
en and bedding and the solitary room. 


€oal is to be delivered at the top 
of the bunkers in the power houaip, 
while the supplies arc unloaded hero 
on a covered platform, from which 
they may be trucked into a'light, airy 
and dry fireproof storeroom. 
To the 
right of the entrance is the bakery, 
with brick oven, proving room and 
space for bread storage for two or 
three days supply. 
To tho left ig to 
be a large kitchen, witr Its cooking 
ranges, soup kettles and refrigerators, 
divided Into three spaces for meat, ve- 
getables iind milk, butter and eggs. It 
is proposed to deliver food from the 
central plant through subways.

Plans for a Moiel lastila-! 
tioD for New 
York Boys. 


FROM TBE CITi RECORD, NEW YORI 


Tho committee on buildings of the 
I3oard of Education has submitted for 
approval plans for the new Parental 
School on the road from Flushing to 
Jamaica, about 1,700 feet south of the 
North Hempstead turaipilce, in the 
Borough of Queens. 
The present 
plans provide only for the administra­ 
tion and school building, three dormi­ 
tory buildings, power house and farm 
buildings and additional buildings to 
be erected from time to time as funds 
,are available for the purpose. 
The 
administration building will provide 
offices for the superintendent or prin­ 
cipal and his clerki^, together with a 
waiting or reception room for the gen­ 
eral public, accessible directly from 
the main entrance, thus isolating the 
public portion of the ex^ecutive offices 
from tho school, which occupies the 
*l)alance of the structure. 
The first floor, in addition to the ex­ 
ecutive offices, will provide for four 
classrooms and an assembly hall, 60x 
<56 feet, W'ith entrances directly from 
the campus as well as from the 
schoolrooms. 
Tho second floor will 
provide seven classrooms, teachers* 
rooms, etc., while the attic has been 
laid off for storerooms and dormftor- 
i'es for the female help. 
The base­ 
ment will provide three manual train­ 
ing shops, ¿L gymnasium 60x66 feet, 
storerooms, toilets, ctc., and space for 
the ventilating apparatus. 
The dormitories or cottages pres­ 
ent some rather unusual features, hav­ 
ing been designed only after examina­ 
tion of similar institutions in various 
parts of the country, made upon tne 


though th'!' possible total dostructton 
or one portion of tho building might 
take place without in any way endan- 
goring i\vo inmates of tho other. 
Adjacent to and overlooking the 
dormitory are tho master's quarters, 
consisting of two rooms and a bath, 
clothing closets, etc., having also an 
entrance direct from the hallway. One 
of the ImiKjrtant matters is tine sow­ 
ing and locker room located on this 
floor, in which is provided a looker 
for a supply of »clothing for each boy. 
The attic has two stairways. 
On 
this floor are tho servants’ rooms and 
bath, extra storeroom for the^ boys’ 
clothing, also storeroom for house lin­ 
en and bedding and the solitary room. 
Coal is to be delivered a t the top 
of the bunkers in the power hous^, 
while the supplies are unloaded hero 
on a covered platform, from which 
they may be trucked into a* light, airy 
and dry flreproof storeroom. 
To the 
right of the entrance is the bakery, 
with brick oven, proving room and 
space for bread storage for two or 
three days supply. 
To the left is to 
be a large kitchen, witr its cooking 
ranges, soup kettles and refrigerators, 
divided into three spaces for me^it, ve­ 
getables and milk, butter and eggs. It 
is proposed to deliver food from the 
central plant through subways. 


SWIMMING 
BATHS 
URGED. 


Proposal to Have Them in All the 
New Public Schools. 
Swimnving has been made part of 
the education of the children in vari­ 
ous cities. 
In 
the 
public schools 
of Brookline, Mass., a pupil cannot 
graduate unless he or she has a cer­ 
tificate of ability from the swimming 
master of the Brookline baths. Not 
only do the children of this Boston 
suburb know how to swim but many 
of them are ^killed in the work of 
saving and resuscitating a drowning 
person. 
There is one class momhership iu 
which is regarded as a high honof 
by all the pupils of the schools and 
that 
is 
the emergency 
class. 
To 
qualify for it the pupil must demon- 
tstrate his or her ability to swim cer­ 
tain distances 
within a 
specified 
time. 
One of the principal tests re­ 
quires the applicant to ’Swim support­ 
ing ano.ther person a certajln dlls- 
Í í e c M o n " o r t h 7 b ’oá^^^ 
tane-e within a certain time limit 
the adoption of the cottage system. 
The committee on special schools in 
considering the cost of the structures, 
as well as that for maintenance, final­ 
ly recommended the double cottage 
or dormitory building, and the plans 
for these provide for a tstructure 121 
feet In length, divided on its centre 
3ine 
by 
a 
fireproof 
wall 
running 
through to the roof, thus forming two 
distinct structures, as far as Internal 
arrangements go, the only connection 
b’eing through the fire escape which 
serves both portions. 
The building in its entirety will ac­ 
commodate sixty boys, divided into 
two equal groups, each in its own por­ 
tion of the building and under its 
own master and matron. The boys on 
entering 
their 
cottage 
from 
the 
school, 
farm 
work 
or 
play 
pass 
through a door direct from the play­ 
ground, which is provided at the rear 
of each cottage, through a hallway 
into the basement, where their out­ 
door clothing will be removed in a 
large, light dressing room, wherein 
are provided lockers v/ith seats. 
If 
the clothing or shoes be damp they 
may readily be dried In a room espe­ 
cially designed for the purpose. 
At 
the rear of the dressing room there 
lias been placed a lavatory, leading 
from which are two compartments, 
one for shower baths and the other 
for toilets. 
Each locker has a com­ 
partm ent for shoes, which the boys 
remove and replace with house slip­ 
pers or moccasins before they pass 
into the dining room or the dormitor­ 
ies. 
This not only reduces the noise 
which thirty boys must necessarily 
onake but also permits of the cottago 
heing kept scrupulously clean. 
One of the important things is a 
large, 
light 
open 
indoor playroom, 
which figures not only for recreation 
purposes in the daytime, but also for 
th at portion of the inmates of the cot­ 
tage consisting of the active, restless 
boys, who do not care to sit and read 
during the evening, but would rather 
have their recreation dn play. 
The 
first floor is entered ^both from the 
playground of the boys and from the 
campus, the hallway running directly 
across the buildings, with the dining 
Toom, pantry, etc., on one side and 
the living room, reception room and 
matron's room on the other. 
The dining room is designed «spe­ 
cially with reference to the seating of 
thirty boys, the master and matron 
and instructor, the pantry adjoining 
.being fitted with china closets, refrig­ 
erator, sink, serving table and a bain- 
marie, the under side of which will be 
fttted as a plate warmjcr. 
On the op­ 
posite side of the hall the living room, 
about 28x32 feet in size, will afford 
ample space for the 'boys to be gath­ 
ered about the tables in small groups, 
reading or playing games, being at 
the same time directly under the eye 
of the matron, v/hose room adjoins 
gnd Is In direct connection therewith. 
The second story is really the key 
to the building bince it must provile 
a dormitory for exactly thirty beds 
of the regulation size and with tho 
requisite distance for aisles and pas­ 
sageways'. 
Bach boy nvill be provided 
with an individual locker, placed as 
near his bed as possible, in which 
ills clothing, removed at night before 
retiring, i» placed and locked. In or­ 
der to afford adequate escape in case 
of fire an additional fireproof stair- 
way, enclosed iin a brick shaft, is pro­ 
vided at the rear of the building, con­ 
necting with the other dormitory, so 
as to alford ample escape for each, al- 


England long ago adopted the Idea 
of fostering the accomplishment of 
swimming in the schools. 
But they 
go further than merely teaching thr^ 
pupil to swim. 
He is taught how 
to save life. 
There are over twenty 
thousand members of the English life 
saving association, all of whom have 
had a thorough course of 
instruc­ 
tion. 
There is a public school life sav­ 
ing championship for which prizes aro 
given each year. 
Teams of little 
boys and girls on the day of com­ 
petition come from all parts of Lon­ 
don. 
The teams are made up of 
eight members, and 
the 
members 
range in years from 10 up. 
They go through regular manoeu­ 
vres. With perfect step and time four 
members step forward and jump Into 
the water and go through the motions 
of persons in the act of drowning. 
Then the remaining four members 
of the team dive Into the water af? 
ter them and tow fhe others to safe­ 
ty. 
If a striking illustration 
of the 
good results of such instruction were 
needed it could be furnished by two 
incidents which occurred last summer 
•within two weeks of each other. 
A 
flatboat used for ferry purposes was 
slowly making its way across a river 
in 
the 
West with eighteen 
men. 
About midway the craft was sunk. 
Not a single man of the eighteen 
could swim and so none escaped. 
A couple of weeks later a boat with 
twenty-three girls was making its 
way across^ a stream in 
England. 
When the boat reached the centre of 
the stream some one rocked it and 
all the girls were thrown into the 
water. 
They 
all 
promptly 
swam 
ashore and there was not a single 
life lost. 
The plan of the Brooklyn 
local 
school board would make it possible 
for nearly every child in the great­ 
er city to Qiave the chance to bathe 
and swim. A very important part of 
this plan would be the opportunity 
afforded girls to learn to swim. Boys 
now have a dozen chances to learn 
'to swim where a girl has one.—New 
York Sun.

MODERN ROBINSON CRUSOES. 
A stirring story of three months 
spent on an uninhabited island by tho 
shipwrecked crew and passengers of 
the bark Anjou (20G9 tons), consist­ 
ing of nearly forty persons, was told 
by the captain on the arrival of tho 
liner Ernest Simons 
at 
Marseilles 
yesterday. 
The Anjou, while on a voyage from 
Sydney to Falmouth, was wrecked on 
one of the Auckland group in the Pa­ 
cific. 
The captain stated that they left 
Sydney on January 20, and during a 
thick fog and rough weather on Feb­ 
ruary 4, the ship struck on a reef. 
The masts fell and smashed some of 
the boats, and there was considerable 
panic on board. 
Fortunately all es­ 
caped in the boats that remained, but 
many were only partly dressed. 
Af­ 
ter a terrible experience in a heavy 
gale they reached the shore the fol­ 
lowing afternoon and landed. 
“Half dressed and many injured 
we looked like a band of phantoms 
marching to the conquest of an infer­ 
nal island,“ said the captain, 
A big 
lire was lighted, and sea birds attract­ 
ed by it were captured and eaten. 
The party started to explore the isl­ 
and, and three days later discovered 
shelter, 
showing ♦ 
that shipwrecked 
people had been there before. 
On the 
following days they killed a number 
of albatrosses and caught a quantity 
of shellfish, on whi^^li they subsisted. 
A small seacow was also captured and 
eaten. 
As a chance of making their 
condition known, several albatrosses 
which were caught alive were again 
set free with cards tied round r their 
necks, stating in French and English 
the position of the shipwrecked peo­ 
ple. 
Later, in the interior of the island, 
they found some wild sheep, and es­ 
tablished a sort of fold in which to 
keep the animals for use as neces­ 
sary. 
Boots were made of piect»s of 
wood and sheepskin, and the skins 
were also used for clothing. A sie:nal 
of distress was hoisted on the hii^hest 
point of the island to attract the at­ 
tention of shipping. 
“New Robinson Crusoes, we were 
living an extraordinary life, fishing, 
hunting, getting our food sometimes 
In a cave, sometimes on a rock, ac­ 
cording to the weather, and sleeping 
where we could,“ said the captain. 
*‘A great deal of the weather was 
very bad while we were on the isl­ 
and.“ On May 7, after they had been 
on the island over three months, the 
New Zealand Government steamer Hi- 
nomoa rescued them.— London News.

Near one hut where the ex­ 
plorer slept some species of panther 
which the natives described as a ti­ 
ger, had carried off field laborers bod­ 
ily and won a terrible reputation as a 
man-eater. 
When the white man 
asked why the village did not club to­ 
gether and kill the marauder, the 
people took apoplexy from very fear 
and sot Meyer down as “a foreign 
devil,“ indeed. 
On that same trip to the peach 
country of the North, Meyer had a 
Btlll narrower escape.. 
As far as I 
can judge from his letters carts had 
been exchanged for wheelbarrows. 
The roads were vile. 
It had been 
raining in deluges, and the six coolies 
were dragging behind with the bag­ 
gage while the v/hite man pushed 
ahead to hunt night quarters.

night he found, himself far ahead of 
his men, and entering a deseried road 
hut he fell sound asleep.

he was awakened from deep sleep by 
the sense of human presence, by a 
sort of intangible premonition of ter­ 
rible danger.

BATTLE WITH A B13AR. 
A dispatch to tho Seattle Post-Iu- 
telllgoncer from Grand Forks, B. 0., 
tolls of a display of physical strength 
witnessed at Toulou Mountain, near 
Orient.

As soon as the blow was struck un­ 
derbrush and snow were flying in all 
directions, and tho two woodsmen 
then perceived that what they had 
mistaken for tho bear’s snout w^as in 
reality the bear’s foot, which the axe 
had completely severed. By this time 
the bear had made a savage attack, 
Campbell, thO smaller of tho two 
men, succeeded in 
getting out of 
reach, but the big Frenchman, con­ 
ceited over his personal strength, pre­ 
ferred a personal encounter with the 
bear to running. 
Debois I'aised his heavy double­ 
bitted axe to strike tho bear, but in 
the twinkling of an eye the bear had 
raised his forepaw, which was unin- 
jered, and threw the ate to ono side, 
and the next instant tho bear had the 
big Frenchman in his embrace. 
The 
man, an adept at wrestling, succeed­ 
ed in tripping his antagonist, the bear 
falling heavily to tho ground with 
Debois on top of him. 
In this posi­ 
tion the Frenchman actually pinned 
the bear to the ground, holding tho 
bear’s legs apart and clutching Bruin 
flrmly by the throat. 
By this time 
both man and bear were covered wiih 
blood. 
At this juncture two other woods­ 
men came along and wanted to .dis­ 
patch the bear with their axes, out» 
under the direction of the big French­ 
man, th^^y quietly opened an artery 
in tho bear’s neck and let the animal 
slowly bleed to death in the French­ 
m an’s arms. 
When the men returned 
to camp and Louis Debois vras thor­ 
oughly washed it was ascertained 
that he had not received a scratch. 
Louis Debois, the hero of this en­ 
counter, w^eighs 2 40 pounds and is 
six feet eight inches tall and twenty- 
eight years of age. and hails from tho 
lumber camps on the Ottawa River. 


NOT KINDERGARTEN WORK. 
There are two ways of “keeping 
school.” 
One is with a desk, a book 
and a ruler; the other is with a boat, 
a harpoon and a sokn. 
Mr. Russell 
Jeaffreson tells of the less known 
method in his book, “The Faroe Isl­ 
a n d s . T h e chief industry of the peo­ 
ple is the killing of tho bottle-nosed 
whale. 
When a boat sights a grind, 
or school, it makes for the shore and 
runs up a coat on the mast for a sig­ 
nal. 
Presently all the boats from tho 
sea and from the neighboring islands 
come flocking in, making all haste. 
The villagers set fire to damp straw, 
the smoke of which, seen from afar, 
gives out the news. 
When the craft are collected they 
start for the whales. 
The first thing 
to be done is the driving, a work of 
considerable art. 
The “keeping of 
the school” is very difficult, and Vi 
matter of great pride among tho 
sailors. 
The boats arrange themselves in 
a great semi-circle to the seaward of 
the school. 
Then with shouts and 
the spashing of oars and stones the 
terrified animals are driven to tho 
nearest whale bay. 
The principal implement used in 
this process is the sokn, a large, 
rounded 
stone with a hole bored 
through it, and fastened to a stout 
strip of whale skin twenty or more 
feet in length. This is swung around 
the head and splashed into the water, 
causing a great di&turbance. 
The driving of the school,* some­ 
times consisting of 2000 whales close­ 
ly packed, is accomplished with skill 
and without, stampede. 
It is guided 
to a bay with a shelving bottom and 
a sloping sandy beach, where tho 
whales in terror strand themselves.

bacillus pestis, nothing definite- is yet knoAvn. 
The manner 
of its travel and communication to man has 
been 
clearly 
traced. 
The bacillus lives and breeds In the blood of the 
rat. 
That rat is the victim of fleas Avhich live 
upon 
his 
blood, and as they feed draAv into themselves 
the 
plague 
bacilli which swim by thoustinds in his vital fluid. Thus in- 
fected, and thereby as dangerous as so many little dynamite 
bombs, tho fleas pass AVith the i*ats into the habitations of 
human beings Avhich the rats infest, and tiiere, from convenient floors or 
chairs or beds, leap upon human A^Ictims. 


The plague-bitten flea does not poison man AVith his bite, as the stegomyla 
mosquito poisons by injecting the bacillus of yellow I'ever directly into the 
blood. 
The flea, it is true, bites human beings as he bites other prey. 
He 
sucks blood until he is replete, and then squirts blood from his alimentary 
canal upon his prey. 
Therein lies the peril. 
Plague bacilli are in this dis- 
charge, and if it be left undisturbed on the skin of the victim the bacilli will 
penetrate the skin and tissues, cntc-r the circulation, and thus infeet the per- 
son upon Avhom the flea has fed. 


It is this curious manner of infection by dejecta that makes the bubonic 
plague peculiarly dangerous to people Avho do not bathe frequently. In Japan 
and in the United States the spread of the disease among human beings even 
in rat-infected cities is SIOAV. while in India and China, and certain parts of 
Europe, where people bathe seldom, if ever, the plague runs like Avlidflre. It 
is almost impossible for a person Avho bathes twice a day to become infected 
Avith bubonic plague.—Harper's Weekly.

The Flea, 
The J^at 
The Plague

S to the place and manner of origin of tn« 
¿^vm, or 
bacillus pestis, nothing definite is yet know'ii. The manner 
of its travel and communication to man has 
been 
clearly 
traced. 
The bacillus lives and breeds in the blood of the 
rat. 
That rat is the victim of fleas which live 
upon 
his 
blood, and as they feed draw into themselves the plague 
bacilli which swim by thousands in his vital fiuid. Thus in­ 
fected, and thereby as dangerous as so many little dynamite 
bombs, the fieas pass with the rats into the habitations of 
human beings which the rats infest, and tiiere, from convenient floors or 
chairs or beds, leap upon human victims. 
The plague-bitten flea does not poison man with his bite, as the stegomyla 
mosquito poisons by injecting the bacillus of yellow I’cver directly into the 
blood. 
The flea, it is true, bites human beings as he bites other prey. 
He 
sucks blood until he is replete, and then squirts blood from his alimentary 
canal upon his prey. Therein lies the peril. 
Plague bacilli are in this dis» 
charge, and if it b& left undisturbed on the skin of the victim the bacilli will 
penetrate the skin and tissues, enter the circulation, and thus infect the per­ 
son upon whom the flea has fed. 
It is this curious manner of infection by dejecta that makes the bubonic 
plague peculiarly dangerous to people who do not bathe frequently. 
In Japan 
and in the United States tlie spread of the disease among human beings even 
in rat-infected cities is slow, while in India and China, and certain parts of 
Europe, where people bathe seldom, if over, the plague runs like wildfire. It 
is almost impossible for a person \vho bathes twice a day to become infected 
with bubonic plague.—Harper's Weekly,

of opinion, some holding that steel

Line Jammed

h e little building in ^vhlcb 
Charles Ilamliton, the div­ 
er, kept bis outfit, stood on 
the extreme end of Mor­ 
ton’s 'svbarf. 
lu the dock 
beside it were moored his ■wrcekinK- 
scow and steam-humcli. 
AVbcMiever 
Hamilton *\vas not away plying liis 
trade, he could i?enerally be found in 
this sbanty on the pier end, making* 
repairs on his divirfig apparatus or 
^‘swappiui? yarns” with some long­ 
shore friend. 
Inside tlie house was a curious as­ 
sortment or articles used in his pro­ 
fession. A long spike upheld the groat 
brass helmet Avith its -wire-guarded 
lights and dinted crown. Close at hand 
liung the thick diving-suit of canvas 
End rubber. A pair of lead-soled shoes 
Btood on the lloor, and a weighted belt 
iwas suspended from the wall above 
them. Everything spoke of the strange 
life under water. 
I w’as fortunate enoujih to find Ham­ 
ilton alone one August afternoon. Wo 
talked of various matters concerning 
Ills work, touching finally upon its dan­ 
gers, 
Thereupon he told me the fol­ 
lowing story: 
•‘On the 25th of May, the fourth sea­ 
son after I began to dive,” said he, 
received a telegram from Boston, 
usking me to come in a hurry. 
The 
fifteen-hundred-ton British East India- 
man. Queen of Sheba, inward bound 
.•with a cargo of tea and spices, instead 
of tying up safely at her consignee’s 
iWharf, had found a most unwelcome 
haven at the bottom of Massachusetts 
Bay, about ten miles from the city. 
¡While under full sail she had struck 
upon a ledge, and shortly after had 
foundered in twenty fathoms, givini 
captain and crew barely time to take 
to the boats. 
was a mild, beautiful morning, 
the 27th of May, w’ith the ocean as 
smooth as a polished floor, when 1 put 
on my diving di*es3 and slipped over 
the gunwale of ray boat on the Avay 
to bottom. 
I soon stood beside the 
vessel. 
She lay upon her bilge, her 
deck slanting at an angle of about 
thirty degrees. Before going on board 
I walked about her. Except for a big 
ragged hole 
in the planking under 
the starboard bow, she seemed in per­ 
fect condition. It was a pity that so 
fine a ship should have come to sueJi 
an end. 
“But there was plenty of work before 
me aboard. I pulled myself over the 
Sheba’s rail, and dropped upon Jier 
deck. 
My first duty was to make a 
careful examination of her cabin. The 
principal object of my quest \vas a 
chamois bag containing two hundred 
British sovereigns, the private projjurly 
of the captain. 
He had offered me a 
commission of ten per cent, above my 
regular pay, if I could recover this 
gold for '^Im, 
“Passing along between the rail and 
the cabin, 1 soon reached the stern. 
iThen I climbed up the sloping deck to 
the entrance of the eoinpanioinvay, 
and looked down. 
*’It 'Nvas absolutely dark, a most un­ 
inviting place to enter. 
But it was 
my duty to go down, and I had been in 
just as unattractive holes before. 
So 
I pressed tho button of my electric 
lantern, and shot a wavering ray of 
light down the gloomy stairs. Then I 
descended. 
At the bottom an open 
door on the right Jed into the cabin. 
1 sent an inquiring gleam ahead, and 
stepped inside. 
“Above water you naturally look for 
tlie furniture of a room in its proper 
place on the floor. 
But in a sunken 
.vessel you will find tables, chairs and 
other buoyant articles hard up against 
the ceiling. 
As I have said before, 
the Sheba lay upon her bilge, and her 
decks and fiooi's had a slope of about 
thirty 
degrees. 
Hence 
everything 
movable had floated Into the upper 
corner of the cabin, near the entrance. 
ULs 1 stepped within I was obliged to 
Stoop low and thrust aside with my bar 
jUte miscellaneous fiots^am that blocked 


my way. My motions created current«; 
in the water, and set tbe chairs and 
tables bobbing» disturbing tbe equili­ 
brium that had not been broken since 
the ship settled, 
“I made a careful examination of the 
diilerent staterooms, sending one ob­ 
ject after anoilier floating out to join 
the collection in tbe main cabin. From 
under a berth in tbe first room I en­ 
tered, I dislodged a flat cask about a 
yard long, 
and twenty-five inches 
across tbe beads. It shot quickly out 
into Ihe cabin, rolled across the ceil­ 
ing, and joined the mass near the en­ 
trance. I paid no special attention to 
it at tbe time, but went on prodding 
and poking everywhere, seeking Tor 
valuables. 
“At last I reaobed 
the 
captain’s 
room. 
Here was tbe principal object 
of my search, the bag of sovereigns. 
I st(»pped inside, turning* my lantern 
this way and tbat. 
In the corner to 
tbe right of the door two cliairs and 
a small stand floated in the Avater close 
to tbe coiling. Beneath them was tbe 
captain’s nialiogany desk, screwed to 
the floor. 
I got rid of the stand and 
cliairs by thrusting them out into tbe 
cabin. Then I could approach the desk 
more freely. Its lop lay open, just as 
it Jiad been left in the hurry of de­ 
parture. 
I pulled open two or three 
drawers; tbe papers within were a 
mere inusb of pulp. 
“The captain had told me that the 
gold was in a small secret dra\ver in 
the left side of the desk, near its top. 
It took me some time to find the spring 
tbat opened tbis compartment 
After 
considerable experimental probing, I 
finally discovered it. 
I pressed hard, 
but it refused to Avork; apparently it 
bad been rusted by tho action of the 
water. After several minutes of fruit­ 
less elTort, I was on the point of smash­ 
ing tbe mahogany to pieces with my 
bar, when suddenl}% in response to a 
flnal jab of my thumb, a little draAvei 
shot out. 
“Inside was the chamois bag. 
1 
picked it up eagerly, and even through 
my diving-mitten could finger the hard, 
round edges of tbe sovereigns. I felt 
good. That morning’s work would be 
worth while. 
There >vere, I knew, 
two hundred pieces of gold in the bag, 
and by tbe captain’s oITfer twenty of 
them would belong to me. 
“As I stood congratulating myself on 
my good fortune, I was all at once 
conscious of an unpleasant feeling in 
my head. What could be tbe matter? 
It seemed as if my supply of air w’ere 
running short. I was surprised at this, 
for my assistants iibovo were experts, 
and knowing tbe diilienlty I must en­ 
counter at such a depth, they a vouM 
naturally be careful to send dow’n an 
ample amount of oxygen. 
“I waited a moment. No, I was not 
mistaken, 
There was surely some 
trouble. A dull pain shot intermittent­ 
ly through tijo back of my head; my 
temples were beginning to throb; there 
was a pressure upon my chest. This 
could not last. Either I must be able 
to breathe more freely, or I should be 
obliged to abandon my task. 
“Finally my head became so bad 
that I felt it unsafe to re^iaain longer 
in the cabin, and turned to retrace 
my steps to the companionway. 
The 
chamois bag I had carefully placed 
in a rubber pouch suspei:ded from my 
neck. 
**I had not taken three steps from the 
stateroom door when I was faced by 
a chevaux-de-frlse of table and chair 
legs. Everything that I had dislodged 
had sought the higliest part of the 
room, which, as I have said, from tlie 
way the floor sloped, chanced to be 
near the entrance to the companion- 
w’ay. If my worst enemy had deliber­ 
ately set himself to barricade the doors 
and block my egress, he could not have 
done it more ingeniously or effectually 
‘Sweeping my bar about, I succeed­ 
ed in separating the mass before me 
into it» component parts; but as soon 
as the force of my thrust was spent, 
the articles drifted back to their orig­ 


inal places. At last I hit upon the ex* 
l>edlent of pushing them one by one 
into the staterooms. This cleared the 
main cabin, and I could see that 1 
was making progress. 
“All tbis time my head had been 
grow’ing M’orse. 
I felt as if I were 
slowly sulTocating, 
I must get out 
of tbat hole at once. 
Soon the last 
chair was pushed back into the cap* 
tain’s room; then I saw what the trou­ 
ble was. 
“Right In the upper part of the 
conipauionway door hung tbe cask 1 
have previously mentioned. 
It filled 
the space exactly, leaving no room on 
eitber side. 
Between its edge and 
tho top of the door-frame my air-hose 
had become caught. The buoyancy of 
tho barrel held it tightly against the 
lintel, and between tbe two my hose 
was jammed so tightly tbat tbe vol­ 
ume of air sent down to me was seri­ 
ously diminished. 
“It did not take me long to under­ 
stand tbe situation. 
To-day tbe air- 
hose is so strong and stiff that it would 
be almost impossible to squeeze it 
bard enou.cli to check apiyi’ociably the 
fiow of air. 
But in those days the 
operator’s outfit was not so carefully 
made. 
“I raised my bar and struck the 
cask, thinking to push it through the 
door; but my blo\v only served to 
wedge it more firmly Into the frame. 
What was I to do? The foul air in­ 
side my helmet was already’’ afTcctlng 
me. Unless I could get relief, it would 
not be many minutes before I must 
succumb to suffocation. 
“Leaning my bar against the wall. I 
reached up with both hands and tried 
to pull the barrel down; but it was 
wedged so tightly that I could not 
move it. 
My position was desperate 
indeed. 
It was apparently impossible 
for me to remove the obstacle; and so 
long as it remained where it w%t s, I 
certainly could not got out without 
severing the air-hose, a thing that 
would mean sure death. 
‘'My only hope lay in my bar. Grasp­ 
ing it again, I rained a sbower of 
blows upon tho cask, hoping either to 
push it thrrfugh Into the companionway 
or to break it up. But neither project 
semeed likely to succeed. Its diameter 
was too great to allow it to pass 
tlirough^the door; and its staves and 
heads were apparently so thoroughly 
sw^elled by tlie water that it seemed 
impossible to make any impression on 
them. 
Yet I must break that baiTel 
in pieces, or else my life would pay 
the forfeit. 
“I abandoned my attack upon the 
staves, and 
began 
as

was a terrible experience—tbat fight 
for life down in the gloomy cabin, a 
hundred and tAventy feet belOAV water- 
level.

“At last, as 1 struck, I felt something 
give waj% The steel point had broken 
through the wood. 
Then one of the 
parts bent In and collapsed entirely. 
Here was my opportunity. 
Again I 
show'ered blows upon tlie remaining 
pieces. 
Weakened by the loss of the 
supporting section, the others yielded 
quickly, and soon the whole head was 
gone. 
“I now attacked tho staves. 
But 
IJttle strength Avas left me, and it 
seemed hardly possible that I could 
succeed before unconsciousness came 
on. ^ But I struck as hard as I could. 
Finally it did not seem to me tbat I 
could deal anotlier blow. Still I mus­ 
tered my poAvers for a last elfort, and 
sent my bar against the staves. Then 
tlie whole barrel collapsed into a mass 
of loose pieces, and the way to escape 
lay open. 
“There came an instant rush of fresh 
air into my lie!met. The change was 
almost too much for me, 
1 became 
faint for a moment, and was obliged 
to lean against the door-casing. 
Soon 
I recovered suificient strength to make 
my way slowly up-stijirs and out upon 
the deck. Once there, I gave the sig­ 
nal to be hoisted up. It took an hour 
in the open air before I was sullieiently 
recovered to descend and resume work. 
“That night I gave the sovereigns 
safely into the hands of the captain, 
and received the tw^enty he had prom­ 
ised me, 
But a hundred times that 
number would not tempt me to pass 
again througli my experience in that 
gloomy cabin, twenty fathoms under 
water,’*—-Youth’s Companion.

OYSTERS ON TOAST. 
For oysters on toast wipe sufficient 
oysters to closely cover the buttered 
and toasted bread, lay them on tho 
sllce.s, season Avith salt, pepper and a 
bit of butter and put into a very hot 
oven until tbe edges of the oysters 
curl. Have prepared a rich ctoam 
sauce, pour over the dish, and serve 
very hot. 


TURKEY OMELET. 
Separate the yolks from the whites 
of six eggs and to the yolks add six 
tablespoonfuls of cold water; beat this, 
season with salt , and pepper. 
Then 
whip the whites to a stiff froth and 
fold into the yolks; beat for five min­ 
utes, then beat in one-half cupful of 
turkey meat minced as finely as pos­ 
sible and mixed with two tablespoon­ 
fuls of flour. 
Have the omelet pan 
moderately hot. put in two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, then turn in the egg 
mixture and cook until a light brown, 
and without turning set in the oven 
to dry. 


POTATOES AND CHEESE. 
Cut some boiled potatoes into slices 
and prepare a sauce of one cupful of 
milk thiekenod with one tablespoon­ 
ful of flour and with two tablespoon- 
fuJs of butter added, and mix with 
out cupful of grated cheese, a little 
cayenne, two teaspoonfuls of mustard. 
Line a dish with croutons, arrange 
around them a close row of the potato 
slices, and cover with the sauce; repeat 
in alternate layers, covering the whole 
with sauce; sprinkle lightly with grated 
cheese and very brown croutons, and 
bake in tbe oven foi‘ about tAventy 
minutes.

SXOW EGGS. 
Put a quart of milk in a saucepan on 
the lire, adding to it two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar and the grated rind of a 
lemon or orange.

Reserve the yolks 
for the sauce, w’hip the whites to a 
flaky froth and fold tliem into four 
tablespoonfuls 
of

sugar. 
Take a large spoonful of the whipped 
whites, about ihe size of an egg, and 
drop it into the boiling milk. 
Cover 
the surface of the milk wMth .spoonfuls 
of the whipped whites and let them 
cook very gently for four minutes. 
Then turn ea^b one and cook it the 
same time on the other side.* Take 
them up carefully, keeping each ''snow 
egrg»» intact. 
When these are cooked 
add more spoonfuls and repeat the 
process until all the w’hipped whites 
are nsed. 
Each “snow egg** should 
be drained a little as it is lifted from 
the hot milk. They look pretty piled 
in a small pyramid in the centre of a 
crystal platter. For the sauce, the yolk 
of the eggs with the remaining milk 
and a little extra sugar, if desired. 
Cook the sauce just enough to tlilcken 
it, but not long enough to curdle it. 
Let the snow eggs and sauce become 
thoroughly cold, and pour the sauce 
over them just before serving.

Electricity and Clouds 


P. GIBSON of Salisbury, N. C-, has some singular ideas in 
J 


regard to electricity and clouds. 
W’hat he calls the glazed 
appearance of one of the peaks of a thunder-cloud is simply 
the reflection 
of sunlight-from »frozen vapor. 
The light 
slants from the pea Us to his eyes, so that certain peaks show 
what he calls a glazed appearance and other peaks do not, 
because light is reflecte.l at a different angle. 
After a few remarks he calls the glazed peak a flattened 
out peak without assigning a cause. A peak of a cumulus 
cloud might be flattened by a high wind, which would always be likely to flat­ 
ten more than one peak. It is not likely to be flattened by atmospheric weight, 
Its that is about five pounds less on every square inch of such a peak than it 
is on the earth. Nor is it likely to be flattened by the weight of frozen vapor, 
because that is lighter than tho unfrozen vapor. 
What Mr. Gibson calls **the 
squeezing^ of the nodules of vapor'* might be done by an external i)Osltive cur- 
rent of electricity, since ice, frrst and snow are all negatives; but that effect 
would not be limited to one ^ .ak. 
Neither would lightning start from those 
negative surfaces. 
There is no doubt that a fall of rain makes the air a better conductor of 
electricity, but after the discharge of electricity there is a heavier rain than 
before. 
It is also true that lightning is frequently delivered from one part of 
a cloud. 
It is the same with hail. 
The Reference to Franklin’s experiment with the kite was unfortunate, as 
modern meteorologists know that the results which Franklin obtained under 
a thunder cloud can be obtained under a clear sky. 
The same electrical action 
which created tho cloud electrified the kite. 
Electric currents are everlasting­ 
ly active in the atmosphere overhead. A thunder cloud is encircled by a sea 
of-accumulated electricity, Avhich is the matrix of the storm. Men traveling 
high in mountain regions are occasionally so controlled by the electric behav­ 
ior of the clouds above them that they are compelled to lie down until the 
climax has passed. 
Clouds are classified as minerals, being formed and dissipated under sim­ 
ilar chemical and electrical laws.
